NEWSPAPERS across the coun- 
try, in editorial comment today, 
agreed that the constitutional guar- 
antee of freedom of the press is at 
stake in the action of Circuit Judge 
Thomas J. Rowe yesterday in ad- 
judging the Post-Lispatch and two 
of its staff members guilty of con- 
tempt of court. Some of the out- 
standing editorials follow: 


The New York Herald Tribune, 
under the heading, “A Burlesque 
on Justice’—The editorial page of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch has 
long been one of the most intelli- 
gent voices of counsel and opinion 
in this country. Its editorials and 
its cartoons—the latter the work of 
Daniel R. Fitzpatrick—have set a 
high standard of impartiality and 
integrity. 

Yet because a local judge felt 
affronted by editorials and a car- 
toon criticising a decision, the 
paper has been fined and the direc- 
tor of the editorial page and the 
cartoonist have been found guilty 
of contempt and sentenced to 20 
and 10 days, respectively, in jail, 
There was no question of comment 
upon a case during trial or under 
consideration. The judge had made 
his decision—dismissing an indict- 
ment of a union leader and a State 


ing money from the moving picture 
industry. The judge who was crit- 
icised, Circuit Judge Thomas J. 
Rowe, tried the contempt charges 
himself and imposed the sentences. 


It would be hard to imagine a 
more arrogant and outrageous 
abuse of the contempt process. The 
real object of the power is to pre- 
serve the sanctity of justice and 
protect the courts from interfer- 
ence in the exercise of their duties. 
It has no proper use whatever as 
a substitute for a libel suit by a 
judge who feels that he has been 
wrongly accused. 


The statutes of many states — 
including New York—contain pro- 
visions designed to prevent such 
arbitrary action. Apparently the 
contempt power is not thus regu- 
lated in the State of Missouri. But 
counsel for the Post-Dispatch has 
cited the State and Federal consti- 
tutions in defense of the right of a 
free press and there seems every 
probability that an appeal will 
quash the convictions. The public 
service rendered by such a (edi- 
torial) page as that of the 
Post-Dispatch is of the highest im- 
portance to the people of Missouri. 
Its independence—within the limi- 
tations of fair comment and truth 
—cannot be too strongly insisted 
upon and defended. 

The title of one of the editorials 
was “A Burlesque on Justice.” 
Whether Judge Rowe’s procedure 
deserved this designation when it 
was printed we do not pretend to 
know. By his exercise of the con- 
tempt power as a matter of per- 
sonal revenge he has done his best 
to justify it. 


The Memphis-Commercial Appeal: 
“Our Republic and its press 
will rise and fall together. An 
able, disinterested, gublic-spirited 
press, with trained intelligence to 
know the right and courage to do 
it, can preserve that public vir- 
tue without which popula~ gov 
ernment is a sham and mockery.” 


The author of that was the late, 
great Joseph Pulitzer, founder of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, one of 
the nation’s outstanding newspap- 
ers. A man of vision, tremendous 
vitality and integrity, ve lived and 
published by it. The record would 
indicate that those who followed 
him have abided by it. 

Yesterday the Post-Dispatch was 
fined $2000 and two of its executives 
fined and given short jail sentences 
because the newspaper editorially 
and in cartoons criticised the ac- 
tion of Circuit Judge Thomas J. 
Rowe in freeing the former presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Motion Pic- 
ture Operators Union on an extor- 
tion charge. 

The accused subsequertly was or- 
dered by another court during @ 
civil suit to return ‘he money al- 
legedly obtained through extortion. 
Thus one court held him not guilty 
while another certainly implied 
guilt in restoring the illegally ob- 
tained funds. 

Fining of the Post-Dispatch and 
imposing jail sentences on its ex- 
ecutives was predicated on a con- 
tempt of court charge—there was 
another case pending in Judge 
Rowe’s court against the offending 
union leader. On that theory, the

interested. Carried to the extremes 
indicated by Judge Rowe’s action, 
it could hardly be construed to be 
for the public good. Under such a 
cloak of silence a mischievous or 
contaminated court could do irre- 
parable wrong. 


Public acts are subject to public 
approval or criticism. The courts 
are created by the people. We do 
not advocate obstruction of justice. 
Irresponsible or premature accounts 
of court action might possibly cause 
undue influence, but a newspaper 
with the Post-Dispatch’s standards 
would hardly be found guilty at the 
ba. of public opinion. 

Apparently there is more than a 
contempt of court charge involved. 
The Post-Dispatch long has cried 
out against the political hookup in 
St. Louis courts. It will continue 
to. And it will fight this imme- 
diate issue to the highest court in 
the land if we know it. 


The Nashville Tennessean, under 
the heading, “The People’s Bul- 
wark”—A few years ago the Satur- 
day Evening Post published an 
article about the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. The Post freely 
recognized the Post-Dispatch as a 
great independent and liberal news- 
paper. What seemed most to im- 
press the magazine’s reporter was 
the fact that a newspaper of this 
character continuously and aggres* 
sively championing the. public ol 
terest, should at the same time be) 
well managed as a business and, 
financially successful. 

Because of its independence, its 
convictions and its candor, the 
Post-Dispatch is a “newspaper 
man’s newspaper.” Its editorial 
page, directed by Ralph Coghlan, 
has never pulled a punch where the 
Post-Dispatch believed a punch to 
be deserved. Its “editorials in char- 
coal” by D. R. Fitzpatrick are more 
widely reprinted than any other 
American cartoons. 

Mr. Coghlan and Mr. Fitzpatrick 
have just been fined and sentenced 
to jail for criticising a court de- 
cision which to them seemed to fail 
of justice. The point of criticism 
was the dismissal by Citcuit Judge 
Thomas J. Rowe of an extortion 
case, though almost simultaneously 
in another court civil charges 
against the same defendant were 
upheld. 


The Post-Dispatch’s defense 
against the contempt charges (in- 
stigated by Judge Rowe, heard by 
Judge Rowe and decided by Judge 
Rowe), was based on the consti- 
tutional guarantees of freedom of 
the press and the right and duty of 
a newspaper to have and express 
its opinion concerning the wisdom 
of the correctness of a court. It 
could cite its own long defense of 
the democratic procedure and its 
unfailing fight for rectitude among 
the agencies of the people. It ad- 
duced the strong proposition: If 
the courts are to be held above 
criticism, what check remains upon 
the courts? 

It is natural that the Post-Dispatch 
immediately should have appealed 
from the conviction. As it seeks 
vindication in the higher courts of 
Missouri, it will be followed by the 
sympathetic interest of all through- 
out the land who cherish the civil 
liberties. For if we permit the 
press to be muzzled, if we make 
sacred cows of any public agencies, 
we have breached the great bul- 
wark which, along with closely kin- 
dred freedom of speech, democratic 
society has sought to erect against 
the threat of tyranny and oppres- 
sion.

Senator George W. Norris, Inde- 
pendent, of Nebraska, former chair- 
man of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, drew a parallel between his 
own position as a public officer 
and that of a Judge. 


Contempt and Libel Actions. 


“If a newspaper criticises me 
and my actions as a Senator,” Nor- 
ris observed, “I have my remedy 
in a suit against that newspaper 
and the case is tried by a jury. If 
a judge feels aggrieved, he can 
take the case in his own hands. 

“As I understand the present 
case, the editorials and cartoon 
were published after a trial had 
been held. I can see how a judge 
would have the right and perhaps 
the duty to punish alleged contempt 
while a trial is in progress, but 
after the trial is over, I believe a 
newspaper has the right, and, if it 
is a loyal public servant, it has the 
duty to call attention to what it 
considers an injustice. 

“T have watched the efforts of 
the Post-Dispatch for more than 30 
years, and I have felt that its mo- 
tives were lofty and worthy in ev- 
ery situation in which I knew the 
facts. I have seen nothing to cause 
me to believe otherwise. I shall 
follow this case with keen interest, 
especially if it goes to the Supreme

The resignation removes Nick!

It means that the man who seized 
control of the movie operators’ 
union here in 1935 and ruled it 
with an iron hand until ousted by 
a court decree a year ago now is 
reduced to the status of any ordi- 
nary member. 

His card of membership, which 
he retains, gives him the right to 
work as an operator for anyone 
who cares to hire him, but gives 
himn o more voice in the union’s 
affairs than any other operator. 

Resigned Two Weeks Ago. 

Nick submitted the resignation 
two.weeks ago, Padway said, in .a 
etter to George E. Browne, inter- 
national president of the alliance. 
Browne, who was not required by 


leter to any other officers, accepted 
it. 

Padway and Browne are in St. 
Louis in connection with the resto- 
ration of autonomy to the movie

—which was accomplished today.

The investigation encouraged 19 
harassed members of the local to 
file the suit, in Circuit Court, re 
suiting in the ouster of Nick and 
his business agent, Clyde A. Wes- 
‘ton, from domination of Local 143. 

The original plaintiffs were later 
joined by others until more than 60 
members of Local 143 had formally 
declared themselves against Nick. 

An intervening petition was filed 
in opposition to the ouster action by 
operators, who contended that the 
complainants against Nick and 
Weston had not exhausted remedies 
offered by union rules. 

Browne attended a meeting of 
Local 143 at Hotel Melbourne 
last night and announced that au- 
tonomy was restored and that the 
action would be ratified by the in- 
ternational executive board. 

New Officers Installed. 

Browne, a defendant with Nick/ 
and Weston in the protective in- 
junction issued by Circuit Judge 
Ernest F. Oakley last April, _ in- 
stalled new officers at the meeting, 
which lasted until early today. 

In a brief talk Browne assured 
members of the rehabilitated local 
of his co-operation and good will. 
He expressed the hope that the or- 
ganization would again become one 
of the best labor organization im the 
country. Nick was not present at 
the meeting, and his name was not 
mentioned.

“You can take it from me,” he 
said, “that one by one leaks and 
loopholes are being stopped and 
that as the war goes on that stran- 
gling effect will more and more 
Crain the lifeblood out of our en- 
emy.” 

On the other hand, he said, there 
is no shortage of food in Britain. 

“If- sometime later on we want 
to save shipping space for war ma- 
terials or if we want to restrict de- 
mands upon our foreign exchange 
we may have to do without some 
things that we have been used to, 
but we can stand a lot of curtail- 
ment yet without feeling any the 
wcrse for it,” he said. 

He said consideration for neu- 
trals had hampered the Allies’ 
blockade, but warned that “it can- 
not be expected that we should al- 
low Germany indefinitely to profit 
by our scrupulousness anfl to draw 
sid and comfort from neutrals who 
are not free agents and who know 
in their hearts, whatever they may 
say, that our victory spells freedom 
for them, whereas our defeat would 
doom them to slavery.” 

The recent British-French dec- 
laration of a closer alliance gave 
the “best assurance” that “we shall 
not be cheated out of the fruits of 
victory and that the essential ele- 
ments of European security will be 
available to us when the war is 
over,” he told the council. 


Claim of Confidence. 


“When we embarked upon this 
war,” he said, “I felt we should be 
bound to win it. After seven 
months of war, I feel 10 times as 
confident as [I did at the begin- 
ning.”

What. the country got from the 
Prime Minister last night was not 
a real reconstruction of the Cabi- 
net but a mere reshuffle of the fa- 
miliar type, salted by the advance- 
ment of Churchill to a position of 
increased importance and the dis- 
missal of Lord Chatfield, Minister 
for Co-o-dination of Defense. Wood 
and Sir Samuel Hoare, Lord Privy 
S2al, simply traded positions and 
Wood was allowed to retain a po- 
sition in the war cabinet. Lord 
Chatfield’s retirement and _ the 
abolition of his post reduces the 
war cabinet’s membership from 
nine to eight but does not result 
in that close-knit body which peo- 
ple had been demanding.

The Chicago Daily Times, under 
the caption, High-handed Justice” 
—The St. Louis judge who fined 
and gave jail sentences to an editor 
and cartoonist of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch for criticising his dis- 
missal of a criminal case did not 
notably improve public respect for 
his court. 


The criticism concerned a case 
which was closed beyond any possi- 
bility of reopening. In no way could 
the editorials or cartoons have af- 
fected disposition of that case. No 
judge, any more than any other 
public official, is above criticism for 
his official acts in a democracy. 
And in the long run the people of 
St. Louis will pass judgment as to 
whether the criticism was deserved. 


Some years ago two Ohio editors 
were being tried upon a similar con- 
tempt charge. Their attorney was 
Newton D. Baker, one-time Secre- 
tary of War. In his closing sum- 
mation before the Judge who felt 
he had been held in contempt, the 
distinguished lawyer referred scorn- 
fully to the attempt made by the 
notorious British Judge, Jeffreys, 
to enforce respect for his court by 
cruel punishment upon those who 
dared criticise him. Mr, Baker 
said: 

“And does anybody suppose that 
Jeffreys preserved dignity of a 
court or made anybody respect him 
by being cruel about a personal 
thing—a personal feeling he had? 
Everybody execrates the memory of 
Jeffreys, whenever lawyers bow 
their heads in shame over the igno- 
blest man their profession has pro- 
duced, they mention with detesta- 
tion a man who venged his personal 
spleen upon a defenseless person 
and thought that arbitrary power 
could make up for the defects of the 
injustice exhibited on the bench.” 


There is more at stake in the St. 
Louis case than merely freedom of 
the press, important as that is. 
There is at stake the right of every 
citizen to criticise what he consid- 
ers maladministration of justice 
as freely as he can the actions of 
the executive and legislative 
branches of his Government. The 
test is between the rights of a free 
people and the arbitrary and capri- 
cious power of a public servant. 


Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution—Free- 
dom of the press does not in- 
clude license to go to any ex- 
treme of defamation or scurrilous 
attack. Newspapers, as a whole, 
have done more to encourage re- 
spect for the courts and to uphold 
the dignity of the judiciary than 
any other factor in modern life. In 
fact, in many individual cases, the 
newspaper has been more jealous of 
the maintenance of proper respect 
for the law than has the court 
itself. 

The issue in St. Louis was purely 
local in interest, hence it is impossi- 
ble, at this distance, to evaluate 
the propriety of the written and 
cartoon comment by the 
Post-Dispatch on the judicial ac- 
tion. 

But there is something emphat- 
ically wrong in any system which 
makes an affronted jurist himself 
the judge of those he alleges perpe- 
trated the offense. 

Buffalo Evening News—The bat- 
tle for freedom of the press is 
never won, There always are 
judges and public officials who 
challenge the constitutional right 
of newspapers to make clear to the 


Circuit Judge Rowe yesterday de- 
clared the Pulitzer Publishing Com- 
pany, publishers of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch; Ralph Coghlan, edi- 
tor of the editorial page of that 
paper, and Daniel R. Fitzpatrick, 
its cartoonist, guilty of contempt of 
court. The two men were given 
jail sentences and fined, and the 
publishing company fined. 

Thus ends for the moment a case 
that has already become a cause 
celebre in the annals of journalism. 
That it will be carried to the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri for 
further consideration is already an- 
nounced, and it is to be expected 
that if not overruled there it wil! 
be carried to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Certainly it 
ought to be. The question at issue 
is of such importance to the free- 
dom of the press that it should have 
a final and definite decision that 
would make it indisputable. 

That issue is the right of a news- 
paper to criticise the action of a 
court in the conduct of a case after 
that case- has been disposed of. 
There are proper limitations upon 
criticism of a court while a trial 
is in progress within the court. But 
when the case is concluded the 
court is, or should be, as open to 
criticism as is the conduct of any 
other public official under the 
American system of government. 
It was for this purpose primarily 
that the rights of free speech and 
a free press were fixed firmly and 
irrevocably in the Constitution of 
the United States and the Consti- 
tutions of the states, These Con- 
stitutions recognize the unquestion- 
able fact that the right of the peo- 
ple as a whole, including the press, 
to criticise the conduct of any pub- 
lic official is essential to the main- 
tenance of a free people and a 
democratic government, The courts 
are in no way exempt from the 
exercise of that right. 

The Supreme Courts of the 
states, and the Supreme Court of 
the United States, have in general 
so ruled. The national tribunal of 
final resort said in one instance, 
“When a case is finished, courts 
are subject to the same criticism 
as other people.” Chief Justice Wil- 
liam H. Taft put it this way: “If 
the publication criticises the Judge 
or court after the matter 


with | 


ceedings are ended, so that the car- 
rying of the court’s judgment can- 
not be thereby obstructed, the pub- 
lication is not contempt and can- 
not be summarily punished by the 
court, however false, malicious or 
unjust it may be.” An example of 
state rulings is this by the Supreme 
Court of Kansas: “No Judge and 
no court is beyond the reach of 
public and individual  critcism. 
After a case is disposed of a court 
or Judge has no power to compel 
the public, or individual thereof, 
to consider his rulings correct, or 
even his integrity free from stain, 
or to punish for contempt any mere 
criticism or animadversion thereon 
no matter how severe or unjust.” 
But it has been argued in this 
case that such external rulings are 
irrelevant, that Missouri courts can 
punish for contempt for criticism 
made after a case has been dis- 
posed of. This is based not upon 
the Constitution of the State, which 
places freedom of the press upon 
the same footing as the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, but upon 
a decision of the Supreme Court 
of Missouri made many years ago 
under peculiar circumstances that 
aroused and justified the ire of the 
court itself, but did not justify its 
decision. That such a_ decision 
should stand as the law of the 
State is unthinkable, for in essence 
it is contrary to the Constitution 


‘of the State and contrary to virtu- 


ally all rulings on the same point 
elsewhere. It held in effect that 
courts and Judges are exempt from 
public criticism, and that a news- 
paper could be punished by the 
court for criticisms made even 
after a case is disposed of. That 
would put a deplorable limit upon 
the freedom of the press, notwith- 
standing the constitutional guar- 
anty of that freedom. We are un- 
able to believe that the Supreme 
Court of Missouri would now ren- 
der such a decision. It is this that 
makes it particularly important 
that the Post-Dispatch case be sub- 
mitted to it for decision. 

We think Judge Rowe was de- 
cidedly wrong in citing the 
Post-Dispatch and its employes for 
contempt, and grievously wrong in 
declaring them, after a hearing, 


guilty of contempt. 


tection for the people against thiev- 
ing office-holders; without it crime 
and scandal would flourish under 
a cloak of silence. The press may 
not always measure up to the re- 
quirements of its high estate, but 
it serves mightily to preserve free- 
dom of expression, never more 
needed in American life than it is 
today. The St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
has discharged its duty under the 
first amendment, and it is unbe- 
lievable that it will not finally, on 
appeal, be sustained in its purposes 
to protect the public welfare. 

The Miami (Fia.) Herald, under 
the heading, “For a Free People’— 
The ruling of a Circuit Judge in St. 
Louis, Mo., holding the Pulitzer 
Publishing Co., Ralph Coghlan, 
chief editorial writer, and Daniel R. 
Fitzpatrick, cartoonist, of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, guilty of con- 
tempt, gives rise to the question of 
where to draw the line between con- 
tempt of court and performing a 
needed public service. 

In editorials on March 5 and 6 
and in a cartoon, the Post-Dispatch 
criticised Judge Thomas J. Rowe 
for dismissing charges of extortion 


tion Picture Operators’ Union and 
a State legislator, out of which, 
subsequently, another court in a 
civil suit ruled that the former 
union ruler must return $10,000 of 
the union’s funds. 

The alieged contemptuous ref- 
erences to the Court, on the basis 
of the record, appear to have been 
in pursuance of good public policy. 
The constitutional guaranty of 
free speech was not intended to 
license unjustified attacks upon 
public officials or others recreant 
to community trust. But if any 
court can keep any newspaper from 
publishing what it thinks about 
abuse of the people’s rights by that 
court through invoking contempt 
proceedings, then the principle of a 
free press in the United States is 
gone by the board. 

If the courts through the bludg-

eon of a contempt charge can pre- 
vent publication of the truth about 


proceedings which may affect the 
public interest, free speech is gone. 

The Herald hopes that the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch defendants will 
carry their appeal all the way to 
the Supreme Court, if necessary, to 
re-establish the American principle 
of freedom of the press. 

That is the first foundation stone 
for the maintenance of a free na- 
tion—a free people,

“If a judge can order an editor 
or publisher to jail for commenting 
on what obviously is a public is- 
sue,” Byrd said, “we do not have 
freedom of the press, This is an 
issue that must be answered, by 
the United States Supreme Court, if 
necessary.”

Senator Arthur Capper -(Rep.), 
Kansas, gave a more detailed com- 
ment. 

“Every judge,” he declared, “has 
the right to protect his court dur- 
ing the course of a trial from what 
would obstruct the administration 
of justice.

The body was nearly covered by 
snow. A new storm was brewing 
when the body was sighted by two 
men of the Mount Hood ski patrol, 
famed rescue organization of climb- 
ers and skiers. 

Lorentz was found at 2:30 p. m. 
Tuesday, but was taken to a nearby 
shelter cabin for first aid, and it 
was not until 7:30 a. m. yesterday 
that two members of the patrol 
reached Timberline Lodge with the 
news.

Marshaling a 
vote of about 2,200,000 against 75,000 
shares, Hill and the directors de- 
feated minority stockholders‘ pro- 
posal fror a change of policies. 

For more than four hours, stock- 
holders, men and women, ques- 
tioned Paul M. Hahn, vise-presi- 
dent, who conducted the meeting. 

Hill remained at his office in New 
York. 

The minority holders were led by 
Lewis D. Gilbert, New York “pro- 
fessional stockholder” who inter- 
ests himself in the affairs of 50 
companies. The chief contention 
was over the compensation annual- 
ly paid to President Hill and his 
recent declaration that he would 
resign rather than be limited to 
Gilbert’s proposal that he receive no 
more than $100,000 a year. Last 
year he received $420,000 and in- 
sisted “incentive compensation,” 
that is, a bonus, should be paid 
to officers,

BLAMED FOR THETIS DISASTER 


Inquiry Board Says Chip of Paint Caused 
Torpedo Tube Door to Open, Starting 
Series of ‘Mischances.’ 


LONDON, April 4 (AP). — An 
official report attributed today the 
sinking of the submarine Thetis last 
June 1 in the Irish Sea off Liver- 
pol with the loss of 99 lives to 
“many mischances which almost 
conspired to lose the Thetis in a 
sea of trouble.” 

The sinking of the Thetis was the 
second in a series of three disas- 
ters occurring in rapid sucession 
to underseas craft of major naval 
Powers, the United States subma- 
rine Squalus and the French Phe- 
nix being the others. 

Six facts in sequence “produced 
the full extent of the disaster,” said 
the report of the official inquiry. 

First, a bit of enamel blocked a 
testcock in the rear door of No. 5 
torpedo tube; 

Second, as a result a rear door 


opened while the bow cap was open 
to the sea which was ‘suicidal’; 
“the precise moment when the 
bow cap opened was the most crit- 
ical and obscure point in the case”; 


Third, the crew of the Thetis 
failed to close the port watertight 
door in the bulkhead between the 
torpedo tube compartment and the 
torpedo stowage compartment. 


‘ Fourth, the crew was unable to 
expel water from the two flooded 
compartments. 

Fifth, rescuers failed to render 
“effective assistance” chiefly 
through “failure to locate her posi- 
tion during 16 hours from 3 p. m. 
June 1 to 7:50 a. m. June 2.” 

Sixth, those inside were unable 
to escape by the Davis apparatus 


which saved only four of the 103 
aboard. 


MO, PAC, TRAIN MISSES 
CAVE-IN BY 20 MINUTES 


Track Sags Five Feet Near Webb 
City, Mo., Probably Because 
of Zinc Mine Collapse. 


WEBB CITY, Mo., April 4 (AP). 
—A Missouri Pacific passenger 
train missed a cave-in near here by 
20 minutes last night. The train 
was bound from Newport, Ark., to 
Joplin, Mo, 

Missouri Pacific trains were being 
rerouted over Frisco lines today. 

The cave-in, between 500 and 600 
feet across, was attributed to col- 
lapse of an abandoned zinc mine 
tunnel, The track sagged five 
feet. 

Old mine shafts nearly a mile 
away spouted water because of the 
cave-in. Mine tubs, the buckets 
in which miners are lowered into 
the shafts, were blown into the air. 

The cave-in occurred a mile north 
of here. 


NAZI SHIP, FEARING BRITISH 
PUTS OFF VOYAGE IN ADRIATIC 


Delays Test of Route to Trieste, 
Italy, Because War Vessels Are 
Reported Near. 


DUBROVNIK (RAGUSA), Yugo- 
slavia, April 4 (AP).— The German 
freighter Ankara, loaded with 4000 
tons of bauxite, today delayed its 
scheduled sailing for Trieste be- 
cause of the rumored presence of 
British warships in the Adriatic. 

The Ankara hoped to stay within 
neutral coastal waters and open up 
a blockade-proof route to the Ital- 
ian port of Trieste whence supplies 
could be shipped overland to Ger- 
many. 

Germans were watching to see 
whether such a route were feasible 
since numerous freighters in Adri- 
atic ports could be brought into 
service should the Ankara reach 
Trieste safely. 

' Yugoslav naval authorities yes- 
terday asserted British naval units 
had not been sighted north of 
Corfu, Greek island at the entrance 


to the Adriatic.

SYSTEM PROPOSAL 
VEXES POLITICIANS 


Expected to Stir Enmity of 
Democratic City Commit- 
tee in Matter of Supply- 
ing Jobs. 


Many local politicians were at a 
loss today to understand Mayor 
Bernard. F, Dickmann’s move to 
establish a merit civil service in 
the city government, thus incurring 
the bitter enmity of the Dickmann 
administration’s bed-fellow, the 
Democratic City Committee, 

Others were certain the sudden 
action toward a merit system is an 
effort to “take the punch” away 
from the Citizens’ Survey Commit- 
tee, which is expected to describe 
the existing personnel system as 
fatally defective, and make sweep- 


ing recommendations for the crea- 
tion of a practical, actual merit 
service in the city government, 

Members of the Democratic Com- 
mittee are completely out of sym- 
pathy with the move to amend the 
charter on the ground that such 
action would eliminate their much- 
prized patronage in the dispensa- 
tion of jobs—backbone of the com- 
mittee’s influence. 

Machine Tactics Feared. 

So certain are the Mayor and 
his administration leaders that the 
committee will oppose the proposed 
charter amendment with “machine 
tactics” that the Mayor’s “cabinet,” 
an advisory group consisting of the 
major city department heads, de- 
cided it would be fatal to put the 
proposition to a vote in the prim- 
ary election Aug. 6, when the com- 
mittee would be most potent in 
getting out “party line” votes. — 

Instead, the “cabinet” agreed it 
would be better to submit the 
amendment to the voters at the No- 
vember general election, or at the 
mayoralty election next spring. 

Thus a unique political situation 
is rapidly developing, with the 
administration determined to “clean 
house” before the survey commit- 
tee reveals its untidiness, and with 
the potent Democratic committee 
equally determined to protect its 
“spoils system” at any cost. 

Study Committee Named. 

A committee of four city officials 
appointed by Dickmann to study 
merit systems in other cities yes- 
terday approved a program for civil 
service to be submitted to a vote 
of the people when full details have 
been worked out. The committee 


man of the City Efficiency Board, 
City Counselor Edgar H. Wayman, 
Smoke Commissioner Raymond R. 
Tucker and John B, Sullivan, the 
Mayor’s secretary. 

Commenting on the committee’s 
action, and on possible skepticism 
on the part of political cynics, ‘the 
Mayor declared yesterday: “We're 
not fooling on this—we'’re going 
straight on through with it.” 

Several months further study will 
be required to get the contemplated 
amendment in shape, Tracy said. 
_He pointed out, as has been fre- 
quently pointed out in the past, 
that the present charter provision 
on personnel is not in any sense 
@ merit clause because it permits 
the discharge of any employe 
“without cause” and without a 
proper hearing. 

Tentative Draft Proposed. 

When a tentative draft of the 
charter amendment has been com- 
pleted, he said, it will be submit- 
ted to various civic groups for criti- 
cism and suggestions. He pointed 
out that the League of Women 
Voters has been working for a 
merit system in the city govern- 
ment for years, and that the city 
had been conferring with the 
League toward that end long before 
‘the Citizens’ Survey Committee to 
survey the city government was 
started. 

Among the subjects that must 
be decided upon in connection with 
the proposed new personnel setup, 
Tracy said, are the type of person- 
nel agency—a three-man board or 
one-man personnel administrator; 
whether the board shall be full- 
time, part-time, salaried or non- 
salaried; method of appointing 
board; powers and responsibilities; 
types of examination for employ- 
ment applicants; methods of pro- 
motion; types of disciplinary meas- 
ures for employes; provisions to 
cover political activities, and simi- 
lar matters. 

The Mayor’s committee will also 
study pension and retirement plans

In return, it declared, Goltra 
agreed, if he won the case, to buy 
at face value $153,000 of bonds of 
the Mississippi Valley Iron Co., of 
which he was president, held by the 
Jamison concern. The alleged 
agreement provided that he woud 
take all the bonds if his own claim 
netted as much as $350,000, or pro- 
portionately less if he gained less. 
Another claim against the estate, 
based on the victory in the suit, 


was filed by E. Field Goltra, one 
of Goltra’s two sons, who said his 
father had promised him $50,000 
for his work from 1923 to 1938. Yes- 
terday, one year after Goltra’s 
death, was the last day for filing 
claims. 

Others filed, all on alleged loans, 
were: Mrs. Ella M. Rainey of Car- 
roliton, LiL, widow of Speaker 
Henry T. Rainey, $6450; Richard 
E, Dwight, New York City, $7360; 
Mrs. Mabel Dwight Bussey, New 
York City, $3000. Claims allowed 
against the estate heretofore aggre- 
gated $257,906. The inventory of 
the Goltra estate included 104 
shares of preferred stock and 16,- 
584 of common of the Mississippi 
Valley Iron Co. as of doubtful value.

“In housing,” Edwards said, “the 
ole industry is trying to operate 
n a scale of from two-fifths to 
three-fifths of its capacity and 
groups naturally find that little is 
to be made where the wastes of 
idleness are so great. 

* “The organization of scarcity as 
& means of préfit can work only 
if those who attempt it can ex- 
clude all newcomers, ban all substi- 
tutes, persuade the buyer to keep 
on buying, and induce the rest of 
the world not to depress the whole 
level of trade by adopting the same 
tactics. 

“A group of contractors or work- 
ers may boycott new types of 
equipment for fear they will be 
easier to install. In the plumbing 
and heating equipment industry, 
for example, one large manufactur- 
er has developed new pieces of 
heating equipment which are cheap- 
ver, simpler and more effective than 

now in use. He refrains from 
ing to market thems because the 
effort would expose him to a con- 
certed attack by his distributers 
and the unions which install his 
product who know that the need 
for skilled installation would be re- 
duced if the new products were 
generally adopted. 
Few Know Legal Rights. 
“At present, few consumers know 


their legal rights and almost none 


have the ti to collect facts and 
Make a complaint. The anti-trust 
division now relies chiefly upon 
complaints by business men and 
therefore is more likely to learn 
about restraints upon producers 
goods than upon consumers’ goods.” 

Every economic group, Edwards 
contended, gains by vigorous en- 
forcement of anti-trust laws. 

“They are not pro-consumer, ex- 
cept insofar as the consumers’ in- 
terest is the general interest,” he 
said. “Nor are they anti-business.” 

Consumer’s Need for Milk. 

The consumer’s need for more 
milk is as obvious as the need for 
better housing, Edwards asserted, 
pointing out that the consumers’ 
counsel for the Department of Agri- 
culture had estimated that milk 
consumption would need to in- 
crease by about one-third to give 
the American people as much milk 
as they need. 


Robert Brady, associate profes- 
sor of economics at the University 
of California, Berkeley, in discuss- 
ing effects of the European war 
on the American consumer, said 
that non-belligerent status does not 
in general for long “guarantee 
prosperity for America.” 


Principal dangers from the war, 
bearing directly on the standard 
of living here, as enumerated by 
Brady include price inflatation ac- 
companied by rapid quality degra- 
dation, cumulative diversion of 
Government expenditures from 
projects which increase community 
well-being, swift expansion of car- 
tel-like devices which tend to result 
in numerous private monopolies, 
general distortion of the industrial 
apparatus of the country tending 
to cause economic collapse at the 
end of the war, and a general at- 
mosphere hostile to such types of 
discussion, analysis and criticism 
as mark the consumer movement. 

“Dishonest Efforts” Cited. 

Discussing the last point, Brady 
attacked consumer organizations 
fostered by business groups. 

“A so-called ‘consumer’ organiza- 
tion controlled, manipulated or se- 
riously influenced by commercial 
interests is no more a consumer 
body than a company union is a 
trade union,” he asserted. Com- 
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mercial interests would gain al 
great deal by not supporting such 
transparently dishonest efforts, he 
added. 


“Solution of a good many issues 
affecting business and consumer 
interests might very well come by 
negotiation and conference be- 
tween distinctly consumer and dis- 
tinctly commercial interests, just 
as they occur in the labor field be- 
tween distinctly employer organiza- 
tions and genuine trade unions,” 
Brady said. 


Chairman of the closing session 
of the three-day conference was 
Harold 8. Sloan, executive director 
of the Alfred P. Sloan Foundation, 
which supports the Stephens Col- 
lege project as part of its plan for 
“increase and diffusion of economic 
knowledge.” 


“Monopoly practices exist,” Sloan 
said, “because consumers sanction 
them.”

Factions Looking for Parlia- 
mentary Advantage in 


Getting Chamber to Take 
Up Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP).— 
Two House factions seeking to 
amend the Wagner Act watched 
each other today for the first sign 
of a break which will start a floor 
fight over the National Labor 
Board, 

Two bills have been placed before 
the House. One, by the Labor 
Committee, would make four 
changes in the law, centered on in- 
creasing the size of the Labor 
Board. The other, by the Special 


Smith Committee proposes 17 
changes based on creation of a 
new board. S 

The quéstion was: Which bill 
will be called up for actual de- 
bate and under what parliamentary 
procedure? 

The first move probably will be 
made when Chairman Norton of 
the Labor Committee asks Acting 
Speaker Rayburn for permission to 
take up the Labor Committee’s bill 
April 15. She suggested procedure 
which would require the members 
to vote “yes or no” on the measure, 
without considerinig any other 
amendments. 

Indications are that House lead- 
ers will refuse that request. But 
Mrs. Norton then might ask the 
Rules Committee to recommend the 
same procedure to the House. 

Such a request would be the 
signal for Representatives Smith 
(Dem.), Virginia, and Cox (Dem), 
Georgia, two rules committee mem- 
bers, to try to substitute the 17 
sweeping proposals of the Smith 
Committee. If they were success- 
ful, the Labor Committee’s amend- 
ments .would be sidetracked. 

Cox and Smith said that senti-

Arguing that her committee’s rec- 
ommendations were “all that need 
to be done,” Mrs. Norton told re- 
porters: “We feel that this bill 
meets most of the objections 
against the act without in any 
way weakening the law.” 

Cox told the House yesterday 
that the Wagner Act never should 
have been placed on the statute 
books. He added: “It is my opin- 
ion that the House will accept the 
Smith amendments by an over- 
whelming majority.” 

The Labor Committee, besides in- 
creasing the Labor Board member- 
ship, would protect craft unions 
against absorption by larger in- 
dustrial unions, give employers the 
right to ask for a collective bar- 
gaining election, and forbid the 
board to disturb a legitimate ex- 
clusive employer-worker contract 
for one year. 

The Smith Committee would sep- 
arate the board’s administrative 
and judicial functions, revamp 
much of its machinery, relax a 
limitation on an employer’s right 
to discuss labor matters with his 
men, and limit back pay awards to 
six months.

BERLIN, April 4—The German 
people are going to have even less 
‘coal next winter than they did the 
last one, it appears from a new 
egal distribution plan, published 
here today. 

Each German household will re- 


ceive for the coming year only “a 
certain percentage” of the amount 
of coal it used duPing the winter 
of 1939-1940, the new plan provides. 
This will probably amount to be- 
tween 70 and 80 per cent, it was 
said in the Wilhelmstrasse today. 

This winter was a relatively cold 
one, however, and the German 
state railways had difficulty in 
transporting enough coal to satis- 
fy the demand even s0, which 
seems to make it pretty clear that 
a lot of people in Germany are 
going to be even colder next winter 
than they were last.. 

Warm water will be allowed on 
only two successive days each week 
next winter, it is explained, only a 
certain proportion of rooms may 
be heated at all in each dwelling, 
and an official commentary on the 
plan makes it clear that the ration- 
ing of coal will be rigorous in 
other respects as well. 

He Need Not Freeze. 

The new plan provides for the 
delivery to each citizen “of enough 
coal so that he will not need te 
freeze next winter if he uses his 
coal sparingly,” the official com- 
mentary says, adding, “the individ- 
ual consumer must exercise re- 
straint in his request for coal’ and 
“every citizen will regard it as a 
self-evident duty to be sparing with 
the amount of coal allowed him, as 
it cannot yet be said whether and 


in what amounts it will be possible 
to provide extra quantities later.” 

Paul Walter, the Reich’s Coal 
Commissar, issued a similar warn- 
ing in a special article in the Voel- 
kischer Beobachter today: 

“The decree may involve gome 
hardship,” he says, “and the 
amounts specified as the supply 
for individual households may not 
always appear sufficient. It is 
better for each individual to have a 
definite amount on hand in his 
cellar in time, however, ‘even if 
this amount is less than usual, than 
for him to have to wait anxiously 
for the delivery of coal when win 
ter has already begun.” 

Distribution Is Problem. 

Germany has plenty of coal, to- 
day’s statements assert, but the 
Reich transportation facilities are 
unable to distribute the coal nor- 
mally. Therefore, coal for heating 
homes next winter must be de- 
livered to consumers between now 
and the end of summer. 

Each householder must place his 
order for next winter’s coal as 
soon as possible. The amount he 
gets will be determined according 
to an elaborate system based on a 
division of the Reich geographically 
into three climatic zones, on the 
number of persons in each family, 
the number of rooms in each dwell- 
ing, the kind of heating system in 
the house, the kind and amount of 
coal used the winter before last, 
and the amount of coal that proved 
possible to mine and ship during 
the summer. 

Consumers must accept delivery 
of the coal as soon as dealers re 
ceive it. Only when the consum- 
ers’ storage space is full are deal- 
ers authorized to store the coal for 
them. Special credit facilities will 
be arranged for financing coal pur- 
chases,

Threat to a Free Press.

HERE will be wide interest in the con-. 


tempt charges brought against the St. 
uis Post-Dispatch and members of its staff. 
The St. Louis Post-Dispatch is one of the 
strongest and most progressive newspapers 
jn America. It has never pulled its punches. 
It has assailed corruption “in high and low 
It has not hesitated to criticise the 
courts when it felt that Judges and prosecut- 
ing officers were negligent in their duties. 
Our own judgment is that certain Judges 
are taking an undue advantage of their right 
to cite for contempt. No one will deny that 


3 Judge should have the power to maintain 
order and dignity in his court. No Judge, 
ever, should be above criticism, particu- 
y if his official conduct warrants such 
criticism. We know nothing of the Judge 
who has cited the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
for contempt, but we do know that there are 
corrupt Judges and others who, if not corrupt, 
fail to do those things which they should do. 
The Post-Dispatch apparently welcomes 
‘this proceeding. It reprints on its first page 
the cartoon and the editorials which are held 
to constitute contempt. A deliberate threat 
to the liberty of the press is involved in con- 
tempt proceedings. Some time the matter is 
going to come to the attention of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. We hope it will 
in this case. Not only newspapers but Ameri- 
cans generally would like to know now_ far 
Judges can go in using contempt proceedings 
to silence criticism of their public acts. 


Where the Law Is Lame.

ETROPOLITAN newspapers _fre- 

quently are unkind to the’ smaller 
outstate contemporaries and none has 
been more severe in dealing with the 
country newspapers than the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. Most rural editors have 
taken it for granted that they never will 
get a break from the “P.-D.”

The Standard is a member of the Missouri 
Press Association, and it heartily indorses 
the action of the association in coming to the 
defense of the Post-Dispatch in its insistence 
that the press be kept free and without dicta- 
tion from those who are in the seat of power. 

The Standard has always stood for free 
speech and free press, believing these two 
agencies to be a vital part of our freedom 
and a necessary part of the successful func- 
tions of a democracy. We lend our aid to 
the Post-Dispatch in its fight for the preser- 
vation of a free press, and we will stake our 
all on the right of a legitimate newspaper to 
print news or comment that seems fit and 
proper. 

It seems the politicians are peeved at the 
Post-Dispatch because that publication dared 
to assert its rights. We believe wholeheart- 
edly that if and when a free press is gone, 
that there goes with it a vital part of our 
American liberty. : 

The Post-Dispatch has answered the con- 
tempt of court citation with an assertion that 
publication of two editorials and a cartoon re- 
lating to the Nick-Brady extortion case was 
to “render a public service” and to strengthen 
public “confidence in all respect for courts.” 

This is written with all due respect to all 
courts operating in Missouri or anywhere else. 
We expect dignified courts to respect the cher- 
ished agency of a free press. We feel, and 
deeply feel, that it is our duty to join in what- 
ever aid we might give in upholding free 
Speech and free press, cornerstones of democ- 
racy. 


Censorship by Magistrates.

N trying to mess up the Pulitzer Publish- 

ing Co. and St. Louis Post-Dispatch staff 
members with contempt proceedings, Judge 
Rowe is using a broad privilege that is given 
to Judges to enable them to preserve proper 
order and respect for the court. 

If Judge Rowe gets away with jailing ed- 
itors for printing something that is true, he 
will set a precedent that will be very danger- 
ous. Because then, papers won’t be able to 
go to press without asking the local Judges 
and magistrates if it’s O K with them. 

We are thankful that the paper Judge 
Rowe has decided to tangle with is one that 
is built upon the faith of freedom of the press 
and has money enough to fight for that free- 
dom through every court in the land and 
back again. 


Strange Attitude of the Bar, 

From the Wayne County Press (Fairfield, Il.). 
RATHER odd thing has happened in 
connection with the contempt charges 

lodged against the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

There is nothing odd or peculiar about 
the Circuit Attorney and the court resenting 
what the Post-Dispatch said about the way 
the alleged racketeer was turned loose. There 
was nothing odd about the Post-Dispatch fil- 
ing briefs in contention there had been no 
punishable contempt. 

Nor was there anything odd or peculiar in 
the fact that the organized newspaper men 
of Missouri émployed an attorney whom they 
wanted to sit in the case “as a friend of the 
court.” The man employed by the newspaper 
association wasn’t particularly “taking sides.” 
He was to be there to assist in determining 
the real merits of the case in order that there 
might be no misunderstanding in the future 
of the lengths to which a newspaper may go 
in its crusade to obtain honesty in the court. 

The peculiar and odd thing that cannot 
be understood is the fact that the Missouri 
Bar Association has not offered counsel in 
a similar capacity. Surely no one is more 
concerned about this trial than the law pro- 
fession of Missouri—and all other states, for 
that matter. With the declarations by the 
newspaper, and the subsequent filing of con- 
tempt charges, it appears the organized law- 
yers would have sprung to arms. 

The members of their profession either 
were guilty as hell or this prosecutor and 
Judge, honored among other men of their pro- 
fession by being elevated to posts of author- 
ity, were being slandered beyond any reason. 

Missouri has an organization of lawyers 
whose purpose it is to dig into circumstances 
of bad conduct on the part of members of 
their profession. Yet, there she stands— 
the prosecutors of the State’s two largest 
jurisdictions’—Jackson County (Kansas City) 
and St. Louis—under charges that, placed 
against an ordinary citizen, would produce an 
immediate blackout. 

The newspapers of Missouri are concerned 
sufficiently about whether one of their num- 
ber has gone too far to endeavor to place 
a disinterested inquirer in the proceedings 
in one case, but in no way does there seem to 
be an‘ unprejudiced effort by the lawyers to 
arrive at the true conditions. 


A Mockery of Press Freedom. 
From the Montgomery (Ala.) Advertiser. 

URIOUS how Judges and lawyers are con- 

cerned for the dignity of the bench after 
a newspaper points out the smears that mar 
the ermine. Filthy and corrupt administra- 
tion does not matter, so long as knowledge 
of it is kept within the cloisters of the law 
and is not- revealed to the people by indignant 
journalism. 

We are somehow reminded of ex-Judge 
Manton’s strange and futile plea to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court that his conviction 
on heinous charges was not in the public in- 
terest, since it tended to bring the Federal 
courts into disrepute! 

That reasoning failed. We feel certain that 
the case against the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
will fail if it is ever heard by an impartial 
tribunal. The right to comment upon court 
actions has been upheld many times, especial- 
ly under circumstances in which the court 
has completely disposed of the matter upon 
which the comment is based. If the courts 


“In this connection, I may say that courts, 
Judges and prosecutors are entitled to no 
more immunity from comment and criticism 
than our other public officials. Frank and 
free discussion of the conduct of those who 
occupy public office is the only safeguard 
of efficient and honest government. Once a 
case has been disposed of, I see no reason 
why newspapers may not comment upon the 
conduct of either the prosecutor or the 
Judge in that particular case. I see nothing 
incongruous in the avowal of respect for the 
judiciary as a vital part of our democracy 
by a newspaper which at the same time at- 
tempts to improve the administration of jus- 
tice by informing the people whenever, in its 
belief, a failure of justice occurs.”—O. John 
Rogge, Assistant United States Attorney- 
General, before the Southwestern Journalism 
Congress, New Orleans, March 15. 

T It hasn’t even the value of an obiter 

dictum from the bench. It does have, 
in our opinion, the weight of common sense 
and it seems especially applicable to the 
case of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and sev- 
eral of its responsible members on charges 
of contempt. 3 

The Post-Dispatch was cited for contempt 
following publication of two editorials and a 
cartoon critical of the conduct of a Circuit 
Court Judge and prosecutor in a case involv- 
ing alleged extortion and racketeering. In 
a civil case invotving the same principals, 
another Judge had found that some $10,000 
had changed hands illegally and secretly. 

In the criminal action, severance proceed- 
ings enabled separate trials of the two de- 
fendants. Acquittal of one defendant was 
ordered by the Judge after the case had 
been presented. Dismissal of the other in- 
dictment was ordered by the same Judge sub- 
sequently, to save the State the expense of 
a futile trial, it being the Judge’s opinion 
after the first trial that the evidence did not 
warrant a conviction. 

The paper’s editorial columns and cartoon 
hit these facts hard. They were not at all 
in the spirit which the court’s attorney in 
the contempt proceedings indicated might 
not have been offensive. As an example of 
how a veteran member of the bar might 
have commented on the circumstances, we 
quote his suggestion from his address to the 
court: 

“We regret exceedingly that Judge Rowe 
has taken the view that he has. We think 
it is unfortunate for the City of St. Louis 
he has taken that view. We are afraid of 
the effect it will have.” 

Which slap on the judicial wrist would, of 
course, have bounced harmlessly. If the 
Judge was wrong, or if the laws under which 
he acted were wrong, the paper would have 
publicly registered its discontent, and the 
law could proceed in its futile stern chase 
against criminality.

Shall the Courts Be Immune to Criticism? 


From Editor & Publisher. 


The court’s attorney contended that the 
Judge had to grant a severance of the crim- 
inal cases under the State law, and that 
the paper’s indignation should have been 
directed against the Legislature and not 
against the Judge who obeyed an admitted- 
ly bad law. He also argued that the evi- 
dence upon which another Judge decided the 
civil case adversely to the defendants was 
not placed before the criminal court, so that 
the Judge had no other course than to order 
one defendant acquitted and the other dis- 
missed. 

He rested his case upon a decision ren- 
dered in 1903 by the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri, adjudging constructive contempt 
against a newspaper for comment after a 
trial had presumably been concluded. And 
he waved aside as of no consequence the 
opinions of Judges in other states who re- 
fused to accept the Missouri Supreme Court’s 
logic. The Judge stands solidly on his tech- 
nical administration of the law: Under Mis- 
souri’s contempt procedure, he is the sole 
judge of his own motives, his own acts and 
those of*his critics. 


The Post-Dispatch case, ably presented 
by Porter Henry and Jacob M. Lashly, took 
the broad ground generally covered in the 
quotation that leads this editorial—the right 
of a newspaper to express an honest opinion 
about judicial conduct. 

The paper’s expression in no way obstruct- 
ed justice. The trials had been concluded. 
The defendants were free, not again subject 
to trial on the same charges. The crux of 
the case against the newspaper and its peo- 
ple is that its charges tended to discredit the 
court and its administration of justice. 


From the history of similar cases, and in 
line with human nature, it may be expected 
that Judge Rowe will find the paper in con- 
tempt and inflict punishment on the re- 
spondents that seems appropriate to him. 
Looking through the legalistic small end of 
the telescope, he can undoubtedly find com- 
‘plete justification for all that he has done. 


With all due respect to the Judge and his 
court, we suggest that the issues are broad- 
er than that. If the Missouri case of 1903, 
which erected on judicial reasoning that 
other lawyers have attacked the doctrine of 
constructive contempt in that State, is to be 
affirmed in this instance, it may be neces- 
sary to invoke legislative or constitutional 
processes, or both, to correct a thoroughly 
undemocratic condition. The press will be 
effectively gagged, before, during and after 
trial of a criminal offense, no matter what 
the conduct of the court. 

We hope Judge Rowe may be guided by 
that reasoning and establish contempt pro- 
ceedings on a sounder, saner basis than now 
prevails in Missouri. Failing that, we be- 
lieve that the Post-Dispatch should carry its 
cause to the highest court that will hear it, 
and determine once for all whether the 
courts can assume rights over the press that 
the Constitution denies to the Federal Con- 
gress.

The Post-Dispatch has been found guilty of con- 
tempt in the Criminal Division of the Circuit Court. 
We are condemned because we published two editori- 
als and a cartoon severely criticising recent actions 
in that court.

Is the issue confined to the technical accuracy of 
Judge Rowe’s rulings, to the sufficiency of the evi- 
dence, or to the severity of the Post-Dispatch’s. criti- 
cism of the Judge’s actions in throwing the cases out 
of court instead of letting them go to the jury? It is 
not. 

Is the issue the drumhead court-martial nature of 
this proceeding, which permits the Judge to Le prose- 
cutor, Judge and jury in his own case? Debatable 
as this question is, it is not the issue. 

Is the issue the bungling of another case by our 
futile Circuit Attorney, enabling these labor rack- 
eteers to thumb their noses at organized society and 
walk out with their unholy gains, unmolested by the 
criminal laws? Again, it is not. 

The real issue in this case has to do with the most 
sacred part of the Constitution of the United States 
—the Bill of Rights. This Bill of Rights is the very 
heart of the American form of government. It con- 
sists of the first 10 amendments to the Constitution, 
without the assurance of which the Constitution itself 
would never have been adopted. The reason for this 
lay in the fears of the young American tradesmen, 
farmers and lawyers who drew up the Bill of Rights 
that they were in danger of losing those liberties for 
which they had risked their lives in the American 
Revolution. 

Those are the liberties which the Statue of Lib- 
erty so dramatically symbolizes. They are the liber- 
ties that spell American human freedom; that free- 
dom which represents the burning, scorching, blazing 
difference between American democracy and German 
National Socialism, Italian Fascism and Russian Com- 
munism. Those liberties give every good citizen in 
the United States, within certain eminently proper 
limitations, the right to worship as he pleases, speak 
as he pleases, assemble and criticise as he pleases and 
edit a newspaper as he pleases. 

This last right is known as freedom of the press. 
Its guarantee is to be found in the first amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, which reads 
as follows: 


Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the press; or the right of the people

Missouri. 

Out of this amendment restraining Congress from 
abridging the freedom of the press there has grown 
in this country a code of law including countless de- 
cisions of the courts protecting the press from un- 
warranted attacks not only by Congress, by the state 
Legislatures and by the executive, but by the courts 
themselves. 

What has freedom of the press to do with this 
charge of contempt? 

For years. the Post-Dispatch, striving to comply 
with the provisions of its founder’s platform, pub- 
lished daily at the masthead of this page, has been 
exploring and exposing and condemning the rotten- 
ness and incompetence that festers in local admin- 
istration of law. Conversely, and for the same mo- 
tive, the Post-Dispatch has upheld and lauded Judges 
and prosecutors who are doing their work well; like- 
wise, the Post-Dispatch has joined every movement 
instituted by the bar associations to take the courts 
out of politics, to modernize the State’s criminal 
code and otherwise to protect and preserve the maj- 
esty of the law. 

When a Judge cites a newspaper for contempt of 
court he can, or he may think he can, silence that 
newspaper. In that event, there would inevitably 
recur miscarriages of justice such as have shamed 
us far too often in the recent past. Even now, with 
the press free to comment and the people free to 
judge, the recent record of some courts and some 
public officials is appalling. We could fill this page 
with instances of defective indictments, inexcusable 
delays, packed juries, incredible incompetence on 
the part of prosecutors, and threatened, bribed or 
murdered witnesses. In the case of the election 
frauds alone, thousands of felonies have been com- 
mitted in St. Louis in the last few years and not a 
single election crook has gone to prison. 

If a newspaper is to be gagged by being haled into 
court to answer a charge of contempt whenever a 
Judge has felt the sting of editorial criticism, that 
means the end of the power of the press to tell the 
people about the failures and evils of their courts. 
That means the end of freedom of the press. 

We do not believe that American courts or the 
American people will accept such a revolutionary 
departure from American principle. On behalf .of 
American newspapers in general, big and little, rich 
and poor, powerful and obscure, we accept this chal- 
lenge. 


The Post-Dispatch will continue honestly, fairly 
and sincerely to criticise the courts.

A Judge, like any other public official, 
like any private citizen, may file suit when 
he feels himself injured by a newspaper and 
recover damages, if he makes his case, be- 
fore another Judge or before a Judge and 
jury. No paper can escape such liability nor 
complain against such procedure. 


A Judge can, by virtue of his post, com- 
mand respectful treatment in his courtroom, | 
obedience from witnesses and attorneys and 
spectators, freedom from pernicious influ- 
ence while a case is pending. 


But the right of citizens, in speech or in 
print, to criticise his acts after they are 
performed is essential to American democ-. 
It makes no difference whether a 
Judge thinks the criticism 
whether his self-esteem is punctured. The 
guarantees of liberty of expression are not 
limited by a requirement of super-perfect 
freedom from error nor by any requirement 
for namby-pamby language. 

Judge Rowe has created an issue of vital 
importance to all persons who cherish their 
right to condemn the officials whose sal- 
aries they pay through taxes, whether these 
officials be legislators, executives or Judges. 
If Thomas J. Rowe is right, then our Judges 
are vested with despotic powers to punish 
their critics and the constitutional liberties 
of American citizens are circumscribed, lim- 
ited and chopped away.

RUGKEFELLER RETIRES 
AS FOUNDATION 3 EAD 


Withdraws From Board Chair- 
manship Because of Age 
—He Is 66. 


NEW YORK, April 3 (AP).—The 
Rockefeller Foundation, whose age 
limitations have forced it to retire 
such eminent scientists as Dr. 
Alexis Carrel, last night announced 
the retirement of the son of the 
founder—John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
—because he is 66. 

Dr. Carrel, whose feat in keep- 
ing a chicken heart alive for 28 
years and more, has become fa- 
mous, retired last year when he 
reached the age limit of 65. ‘ 

Rockefeller’s withdrawal from 
the board chimanship was his 
second retirement from a foun- 
dation established by his father 
from his oil millions. Last year he 
retired from the General Educa- 
tion Board. He has been a mem- 
ber or board chairman of the 
Rockefeller Foundation for 27 
years. 

In a retirement statement, Rocke- 
feller said the Foundation should 
keep its policies flexible, “so that 
it may quickly turn from a field 
where .ts usefulness is lessening 
or which others are occupying, to 
new fields, where the need is great- 
er and pioneer work required. Any 
attempt to keep the hand of the 
past on the pulse of the future, to 
solve the problems of tomorrow 
with the mechanism of yesterday, 
can, at best, be only indifferently 
successful.” 

The Foundation annoounced the 
election of Walter W. Stewart as 
chairman of the board of trustees 
to suceed Rockefeller. Stewart 
is professor of economics at th? 
Institute for Advanced Study at 
Princeton University.

JAPAN THREATENS 
ACTION 10 CHECK 


Admiralty Spokesman 
Warns Against Its Illegal 
Application to Russian 
Shipping. 


TOKYO, April 4 (AP).—The Jap- 
anese Navy threatened today to 
“take action” if the British block- 
ade is applied “illegally” to Soviet 
Russian shipping destined for Ger- 
many and indications were that 
any blockade action in Chosen 
Strait would be so considered. 

The warning was conveyed in a 
statement by the Admiralty spokes- 
man. 

Chosen Strait, Southern gateway 
to the Sea of Japan and principal 
approach to Russia’s Far Eastern 
port of Vladivostok, separate Ja- 
pan from the Asiatic mainland at 
the Korean peninsula. It repre- 
sents a break in the land continu- 
ity of the Japanese empire. 

While the Sea of Japan is not 
Japanese territorial waters, the Ad- 
miralty spokesman said, that “it is

“The British Navy can take any 
action it pleases there, but the re- 
action in Japanese sentiment would 
be very strong.” 

Apparently Japanese objections 
would be less vehement against

mile-wide neck of ocean linking the 
seas of Japan and the East China 
ea. 

The spokesman, however, would 
not say what Japan would consid- 
er “illegal” or what “action” Ja- 
pan would take but his declaration 
was generally interpreted to refer 
to any halting of Russian com- 
merce through Chosen Strait. 

He said that Japan objects to any 
extension of the European war to 
“waters near Japan” and warned 
that Japan finds cruising warships 


“near Japanese waters very wun- 
pleasant.” 

He disclosed that Japan .- had 
made several representations 


against roving warships to the Brit- 
ish naval attache here.

A spectacular fire visible for 
more than a mile burned for three 
hours last night in a vacant build- 
ing at 2216-22 Eugenia street for- 
merly used as a malt house by the 
old Grone brewery, destroying the 
interior and causing damage esti- 
mated by Fire Chief Lawrence C. 
Cornoyer at $3500. 

Eighteen pieces of fire apparatus 
were sent to the building by three 
alarms sounded in rapid suc¢ession 
after the blaze was eieveret 
about 8:30 o’clock. Firemen were 
handicapped by leaping flames and 
dense smoke and had to confine 
their efforts chiefly to pouring wat- 
er into the structure from adjoining 
buildings. More than 1000 persons 
were attracted to the scene. 

The building, four stories high in 
places and 100 feet wide by a half 
block long, is of brick construction, 
but wood in the interior caused the 
fire to burn briskly. Cause of the 
blaze was undetermined.

Since they lend authen- 
ticity to many Spanish and Mexi- 
can dishes many cooks have come 
to use them as economical substi- 


tutes for mushrooms. . 

According to nutritionists, ripe 
olives contribute minerals and vi- 
tamin A to the diet. They are said 
to be rich in calcium, potassium 
and iron. The oil content also 
makes them a source of food en- 


ergy. 

The Italian method of serving 
them as appetizers is to rub the 
inside of a bowl with the cut edge 
of a clove of garlic. Place drained 
olives in a bowl, add ,two or three 
tablespoons of olive oil and stir 
until the olives are well coated. 
Cover and allow to stand until the 
flavor has penetrated. 

Here are some additional olive 
recipes: 

Beef Tongue Creole. 

One-half cup raisins, 

One and one-half cups fruit juice. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

Three tablespoons oil. 

One tablespoon mustard. 

One cup cut celery. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup sliced pickle. 

One-third cup cut pimiento. 

One teaspoon Worcestershire 
pauce. 

One and one-half teaspoon chili 
powder. 

One tablespoon cornstarch. 

One cup ripe olives. 

One beef tongue. 

Scrub tongue well and cover with 
cold water. Boil 10 minutes, drain 
and rinse. Cover with hot salted 
water and cook until tender. Re- 
move from fire and peel off white 
skin. Cut away bone and gristle 
at thick end. 

Combine all remaining ingredi- 
ents and stir to blend. Cook and| 
stir until thick and celery is wilted. 
Place tongue on a platter and pour 
sauce over it. f 


Stuffed Peppers. 


Six medium green peppers. 

Two cups cooked rice, 

One-half cup raisins. 

Four tablespoons olive oil. 

One and one-half pounds ground 
beef. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 

Three-fourths cup sliced ripe 
olives. 

One cup. whole, ripe olives. 

One-half cup grated sharp cheese. 

One cup broth. 

Cut slices from stem end of pep- 
pers and remove seeds. Drop pep- 
pers into boiling water and cook 
about five minutes. Remove and 
drain. Heat oil in frying pan, add 
meat, salt, and cook for about 10 
minutes, stirring all the while. Re- 
move from _ fire, add washed, 
drained raisins, rice and sliced ol- 
ives, and blend thoroughly. Stand 
peppers on end in a baking dish and 
fill with the meat mixture. Sprin- 
kle with cheese and pour broth 
around peppers. Bake in a moder- 
ate oven (375 degrees) for one hour. 
Add whole olive# during the last 
hour of cooking. Serves six. 

Baked Stuffed Ham. 

One picnic ham, about three and 
one-half pounds, 

Three-fourths cup chopped ripe 
olives, 

One-half cup chopped apple. 

Two tablespoons ham liquid. 

One-half cup bread crumbs. 

Two cups fruit juice. 

Two tablespoons brown sugar. 

Cut bone from ham and tie meat 
to hold shape, Cover with cold wa- 
ter and boil for about four hours, 
or until tender, adding more water 
as needed. 

Lift meat from water, cut string 
and peel off skin. Combine apple, 
liquid, chopped olives and bread 
crumbs and mix. Lay meat out flat 
and spread with filling. Roll and 
tie together and place fat side up 
in a baking pan and add combined 
fruit juices and sugar. Bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees) for 
one hour and baste frequently. 
Thicken remaining liquid and serve 
as sauce, 


U. S. ARMY: PILOT KILLED 


IN CRASH AFTER MANEUVERS 


Plane Hits Tree | When Flying Low 
in Storm on Shore of 
Lake Erie. 


CLEVELAND, April 4 (AP), — 
Lieut. James Warren Phelps Jr., an 
army pilot helped send two attack 
bombers “crashing” into Lake Erie 
in mimic warfare yesterday, then 


was killed a few hours later when 
a storm downed his pursuit plane. 

The alumninum ship, flying low 
because of poor visibility, smashed 
into a tree, the porch of a house, 
another tree and then the ground, 
hurling its motor and housing into 
another porch. Several witnesses 
reported the plane was in flames 
as it crashed. 

Lieut. Phelps, 23 years old, of 
Berwyn, Pa., died a few minutes 
after he was pulled -from_ the 
wreckage. The ship crashed in 
suburban Euclid on the Lake Erie 
shore. 

Phelps and 17 other pilots from 
Selfridge Field, Mich., flew to Cleve- 
land yesterday morning for maneu- 
vers and theoretically destroyed 
the two bombers. The squadron 
took shelter at Cleveland airport 
for a short time and then took off, 
in three flights, for Selfridge Feild. 
It ran into heavy mist, and Phelps’ 
flight, commanded by Capt. J. N., 
Stone, made a wide circle eastward 
ores the lake. Phelps, fourth in 

the line, was flying too low, Capt. 
Stone said.

Chinese bombings of Japanese cen- 
ters in North and Central China 
yesterday, Japanese headquarters 
announced belatedly today. 

The Japanese said that a raid on 
Sian, capital of Shensi and head- 
quarters of Chiang Kai-shek’s po- 
litical and military authority in 
Northwest China, caused heavy 
damage. 

Other Japanese planes were said 
to have bombed military establish- 
ments in Yenan, Northern Shensi 
city which is headquarters of the 
Chinese Communist party and its 
Eighth Route guerrilla army, and 
Loohwan, Chinese Army base north 
of Sian. 

Japenese admitted Chinese planes 
bombed two Japanese air bases yes- 
terday, but denied official Chinese 
reports that 30 Japanese warplanes 
and quantities of oil and other mil- 
itary supplies had been destroyed. 

Mission circles reported today that 
for the third time in a year Jap- 
anese military forces had damaged 
an American United Brethren mis- 
sion property at Siulaam, Kwang- 
tung Province, an obscure town 40 
miles south of Canton, within the 
maze of the Pearl River delta. 
Headquarters of the mission is at 
Dayton, O. 

It was understood no casualties 
resulted. Three Americans are be- 
lieved to be at Siulaam. . 

Reports of the latest damage said 
Japanese planes dropped bombs at 
the border of the property, destroy- 
ing three residences. The mission 
property first was reported dam- 
aged June 16, 1939, when a Jap- 
anese warship threw a shell into 
the compound. 

The second reported instance was 
on last Jan. 8 when Japanese war- 
ships again shelled the mission 
property, destroying a portion of a 
hospital.

flour will be a wiser choice if you 
are deft in manipulations. 


There is a considerable difference | 


in sizes of pie pans or pie plates. 
Some are shallow and some _ are 
deep. There are five, six, and sev- 
en “cut” pie plates, but the six- 
cut, or eight-inch pan is standard. 
Depending on the size of the pan, 
one and one-half to two cups of 
flour for a two-crust pie is used. 
Add one-fourth teaspoon of salt per 
cup of flour. 

In blending the lard, flour ana 
salt, use a pastry blender, three- 
tined fork, or two knives to cut 
the lard into small pieces. Do not 
mash the lard. The small flour- 
incased pieces of lard mean flaki- 
ness. Continue with quick strokes 


until about half of the lard is as. 


fine as cornmeal, with the rest the 
size of dried peas. 

Now add the water. This should 
be very cold so as not to melt 
the lard. Add the water carefully, 
mixing with a knife or fork just 
enough to hold the flour and lard 
particles together. Too much wa- 
ter will make a tough crust. 

Turn the pie dough onto a light- 
ly-floured board or pastry cloth 
and knead twice to get the dough 
into a ball. Divide in half, or per- 
haps one should say uneven halves, 
since a larger portion is needed for 
the lower crust. Some cooks pre- 
fer to chill pastry before rolling. 
This is especially desirable for the 
beginner who does not work fast 
or during warm weather when the 
dough is apt to be warm and softer 
than is best for rolling. 

There is an art to rolling out a 
crust. Work with quick, firm 
strokes, rolling the dough out even- 
ly in all directions. Avoid broken 
edges and irregular shapes, and 
do not work in much extra flour 
or the shortness of the crust is les- 
sened, Roll to one-eighth inch in 
thickness. The crust should now 
be at least one inch wider than 
the rim of the pan. Fold, and place 
the crust in the pan loosely. Pat 
to fit the pan. With a knife trim 
off the crust at the rim of the pan. 
Brush the edge with water. 

Next, roll out the top crust and 
make your favorite design in it 
with a knife. This design might be 
called the American coat-of-arms, 
since each family has a_ special 
trick. The reason for the design is 
not for decoration but is made to 
allow the escape of the steam from 
the filling. 

Fold the top crust, put the filling 
into the lower crust. Add sugar and 
seasoning, according to the type of 
filling. Place top crust over this 
and adjust loosely. With a knife 
trim off pastry, allowing one-quar- 
ter to one-half inch of overlap. Now 
fold this overlapping crust over 
the edge of the under crust and 
with a fork or two fingers press 
together, 

It is time to say a word about 
the filling. Fresh fruit and berries 
should be mixed with sugar and 
a little flour or tapioca before put- 
ting into the lower crust. Canned 
fruit should be drained. Use one- 
half to one cup of sugar for each 
two cups of fruit, depending on 
tartness. Two to three cups of fruit 
will be needed, depending on the 
size of the pan, Winter apples need 
no thickening; strawberries, cher- 
ries, and other juicy berries need 
about one tablespoon of flour or 
tapioca for each cup of fruit. Mix 
the thickening and sugar thorough- 
ly, then blend gently with the fruit. 
A tablespoon of butter dotted over 
the fruit adds richness and cuts 
the over-tart flavor. 

Of course, when making a pastry 
shell to be baked before filling, 
prick the crust well, chill and bake. 
A tin fitted on top of the crust for 
the first 10 minutes of baking helps 
to prevent puffing. Bake in a hot 
oven (425 degrees) 15 to 25 minutes. 

In baking a two-crust pie, bake 
in a hot oven (425 degrees) about 10 
minutes. Then reduce the heat to 
325 degrees and bake until the fill- 
ing bubbles up through the slits in 
the top crust. A pie with a cooked 
filling will take about 30 minutes. 
Raw fruit will require about 45 to 
50 minutes. 

Strawberry Whip Pie. 

Two cups strawberries. 

One egg white. 

One cup powdered sugar. 

Beat together one and one-half 
cups sliced strawberries, egg white, 
and sugar until stiff and fluffy. 
Pour into cold, baked pie shell. Ar- 
range remaining strawberries on 
top.

NANKING, April 4 (AP)—Tang 
Leang-li, so-called ambassador on 
special assignment of the Japanese- 
dominated Nanking government 
and regarded as spokesman for its 
head, Wang Ching-wei, today de- 
nounced the United States policy 
of non-recognition for Wang’s ad- 
ministration. 

He safi that Secretary of State 
Hull’s statement last week in con- 
nection with establishment of the 
Nanking government—that the 
United States would continue to 
recognize the Chungking Govern- 
ment of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek—was based on America’s “self- 
ish interests in China.” 

Tang's statement, in part, assert- 
ed that Hull’s declaration, “with its 
derogatory implications, is based 
on misreading and misrepresenta- 
tion of the situation in which pub- 
lic pronouncements and solemn 
promises of both leaders of Japan 
and President Wang Ching-wei are 
ignored in utter disregard of all 
tenets of international courtesy and 
good will.” 


U. 8. Policy to Chinese. 

Tang also suggested an “open 
door” policy in the United States 
toward Chinese, asking if the Unit- 
ed States would “abandon her dis- 
criminatory policy against Chinese 
who wish to enter her dominions.” 

He contrasted Hull’s statement 
with what he termed the “more cor- 
rect and fair-minded behavior of 
Great Britain and France, continu- 
ing: 
“The re-establishment of the na- 
tional government at Nanking un- 
der the leadership of President 
Wang Ching-wei is, Mr. Hull states, 
a step in a program of armed force. 
This is to ignore every circum- 
stance surrounding this momentous 
development in China’s national 
history... . 

“At no stage of the proceedings, 
which were characterized by the 
spirit of open-mindedness, mutual 
respect and mutual concessions, 
was there any question of pressure 
being applied to Wang Ching-wei 
by the Japanese. ... 

‘It is obvious that it is not 
China’s wellbeing which counts 
with Mr. Hull and his countrymen. 
The determining factor is the in- 
terest of Americans combined with 
the necessity of protecting their 
faithful servants at Chungking. 
eee 

“Champion of Privilege.” m 


“Once again, in fact, America ap- 
pears as the champion of foreign 
privilege, a role she has constantly 
played, as for example when a 
decade ago she took the lead in ob- 
structing progress to success of ne- 
gotiations then being conducted in 
a most hopeful spirit between 
China and Britain for termination 
of the system of extrality and con- 
cessions, 

“Chinese-Japanese co-operation 
is opposed not on the grounds that 
it is not in China’s interest but be- 
cause it is thought to be injurious 
to America’s... . 

“Should America not be satisfied 
with legitimate, equitable rights 
and an equal share, then what 
could she want but illegitimate and 
inequitable rights and a most un- 
equal share? 

“Japan has promised to consider 
favorably the surrender of her ex- 
trality privileges and hand back 
to China her concessions. She has 
further promised China her sympa- 
thy and aid in securing return of 
settlements and concessions from 
other powers and a general aboli- 
tion of the system of extrality. 

(“Extrality” is a conversational 
shortening of the word, extra-terri- 
‘toriality, meaning, in the case of 
China, exemption from Chinese law 
of foreigners in concessions and in- 
ternational settlements.) ” 

Japan’s Principles. 

“In her relations with China, 
Japan has adopted the guiding 
principles of equality, reciprocity 
and mutual respect. Has America 
not declared her adhesion to such 
principles? Is she prepared to 
give up her extrality privileges? Is 
she prepared to treat China as an 
equal and abandon her attitude of 
racial] superiority in her relations 
with China and the Chinese peo- 
ple? 

“Will she adopt the principle of 
reciprocity and accord the Chinese 
people the same position in Ameri- 
ca as she demands for her nations 
in China? Will she abandon her 
discriminatory policy against Chi- 
mese who wish to enter her do- 
minions? 

“Japan’s door is open to. China. 
Is America prepared to offer China 
the same open door—the open door 
she demands from China? 


“Acid Test of Friendship.” 


“In answer té these questions lies 
the acid test of American friend- 
ship and sincerity toward China. 
Every line of Mr. Hull's statement 
indicated that the answer to each 
and every one of them is ‘no.’ 

“The Japanese have already an- 
swered them in the affirmative. In 
choosing Japan, therefore, for Chi- 
na’s friend and ally, the National 
Government is serving the best in- 
terests of China and the common 
welfare of both China and Japan. 

“China has talked enough of ful-

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Treatment of Oily Hair 


By Patricia Lindsay 


ITH the arrival of spring you 
might be conscious that your 
hair is oily and unruly. Many 
things account for this condition, 
but there is a simple home routine 
for its correction which, if faith- 
fully followed for a month or two, 
will bring new beauty to your hair. 

Hair that is oily requires a good 
corrective tonic which should be 
bought from one of the specialists 
interested solely in care of the 
scalp. I know of four reliable 
firms. 

The tonic should be applied to 
the scalp with absorbent cotton by 
parting the hair in sections. This 
is followed with five minutes of 
finger massage of the scalp, and 
scientific brushing. 

Despite the common belief, oily 
hair should be brushed daily. But 
when brushing do not run the 
bristles over the scalp, but start 
an inch or so from the scalp. Wipe 
the brush frequently on a clean 
towel. 

There are many excellent liquid 
shampoos prepared for treatment 
of oily hair, but if you like, you 
may prepare your own. Buy two 
ounces of tincture of green soap 
at a drug store (it is a liquid soap) 
which you put into a pan with one 
pint of cold water. Allow it to 
simmer until it reaches the boiling 
point—but it must not boil. Cool 
until it jellies, 

Use one-half of this for a sham- 
poo, dampening your hair well 
with warm water before rubbing 
on the soap. You may give your 
hair two soapings, rinsing once be- 
tween them. The hair must be thor- 
oughly rinsed after the second soap- 
ing—from quite hot water to luke 
warm water. This may be followed 
by a vinegar rinse which is made 
by adding three tablespoonfuls of 
pure cider vinegar to a cupful of 
cold water. Pour it over the hair 
and leave it-on for five or 10 min- 
utes, then rinse it off with fresh 
water. The vinegar rinse seems to 
help hair that has been perma- 
nently waved. 

Your hair should be dried thor- 
oughly by hand, beneath the sun 
if possible. If it is very oily, you

should not brush it before you set 
it—simply comb out the tangles. 
But if it is not too oily you might 
give it a light brushing after it 
has been dried. 

Don’t hope for miraculous results 
after the very first shampoo. Keep 
up with the daily application of 
tonic for oily hair, the scalp mas- 
sage and the brushing. Shampoo 
once a week—later shampoo only 
every 10 days.

Education In 
Cancer Fight

PRIL is Cancer Control month, 
as provided by Congress. In 46 
states, the Women’s Field Army 
Against Cancer is conducting , an 
active educational program. 

Not very long ago cancer was 4 
taboo topic. Everyone knew it ©x- 
isted and nobody dared mention it. 
Even now it is considered an un- 
pleasant word. But the fact that 
it is an unwelcome or disagreeable 
subject does not cancel the obliga- 
tion of the writer on public health 
to discuss it. 

The dangers which are present 
for the speaker or writer before 
the public on the subject are, first, 
that he will make it disgusting and, 
second, that he will create unneces- 
sary fear. 

The first danger need never be 
present. Cancer is a clean disease 
and not disgusting; in fact, one 
of the points in the fight against 
it is that it is so unobtrusive, it 
makes itself known so little, that 
the early stages are liable to be 
passed before anything is done. 

As for the second danger, that 
of creating unnecessary fear, time 
has moved on so that we do not 
feel that way any more. There is 
something to be done for cancer 
and the earlier it is done, the more 
effective it is. So we feel in draw- 
ing attention to cancer—its danger 
and its symptoms—we are not idly 
or unnecessarily frightening you, 
because we have something con- 
crete and constructive to offer in 
the way of cure, which was not true 
a few decades ago. 

I like the distinction that has 
been made between a health article 
that, instead of “scaring you to 
death,” it “scares you to life.” If 
you are scared to the extent that 
you have something done to save 
your life, it is a good thing to scare 
you a little. 

A hopeful example exists in the 
Cured Cancer Club, sponsored by 
Dr. Anna C. Palmer of 


for cancer in 1920. There were 
29,195 people listed by the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons in 1938 as 
cured of cancer. There must be 
many more. 

The Cured Cancer Club is open 
to anyone who is vouched for by 
his physician as having been cured 
of cancer for at least five years. 
The applicant need only subscribe 
to the statement, “I am willing to 
be known publicly as a cured can- 
cer patient.” 

This column will discuss one of 
the phases of cancer once a week 
during the month of April. I do 
not want to make the stbject op- 
pressive but feel that it is my duty 
to bring good news from the fight- 
ing front of cancer control. 

To aid in cancer control, educa- 
tional pamphlets on “The Fight of 
the Women’s Field Army Against 
Cancer” and “What to Know— What 
to Do About Cancer” are distrib- 
uted by the American Society for 
the Control of Cancer, 350 Madison 
avenue, New York City, and may 
be obtained for 10 cents apiece.

FROM CRADLE CAR TO 


JOSEPH GARNIER—"I’VE BEEN SINGING IN THE BATHROOM ALL MY LIFE.”

BUSINESS that’s concerned 
A crieny with babies isn’t much 

of a place for a lusty, robust 
he-man, with a lusty, robust voice, 
you will probably agree, and so 
does Joseph Garnier, head of the 
St. Louis Cradle Car. Cradle Car, 
you may know, is the organization 
that visits a large percentage of 
newborn babies in St. Louis each 
day, with dainty baskets of infant 
products which they recommend, 
and with friendly counsel from 
their nurses. It was organized 
several years ago by Garnier and 
his wife, but in the past year, pret- 
ty, young Mrs, Garnier and her 
assistant, Leone de Wolf, have lift- 
ed the business right out of Gar- 
nier’s hands, until he felt like a 
bull in a didie shop. 

It was high time, he decided, to 
stop this sissy stuff and get down 
to real work, work for instance, on 
that voice, which he’d always had 
a desire to train. The result of 
this stern resolve will be seen at 
the grand operas here this month, 
for after less than a year’s study, 
Garnier has landed roles in two of 
the three productions to be given, 
and has a 50-50 chance for a good 
part in the third production, the 
only important roles, we might add, 
to be given a local singer, and quite 
a feather in Cradle Car’s baby 
bonnet. 

“I’ve been coaching for several 
roles,” Garnier told us, trying hard 
to curb his enthusiasm. “The first, 
a role in Manon, is that of a guard, 
just one of those that sirg, ‘Oh, ho, 
the King,’ or something like that, 
but in ‘Rigoletto’ it is a very nice 
role, that of Marullo, and in ‘Car- 
men,’ the still more important one 
of Morales. He’s the captain of 
the officers, and right at the be- 
ginning of the opera has several 
pages of singing. It has not been 
definitely settled about the role in

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‘Carmen,’ but I'd be tickled to 
death to get the chance to do it. 

“I’ve been singing in the bath- 
room all my life,” he went on, re- 
tracing his career from Cradle Car 
to Carmen. “I sold securities for 
eight years and nearly starved, 
then we thought up this Cradle Car 
idea and nearly starved the first 
few years of that. Then the busi- 
ness got under way, but during the 
last year my wife’s taken complete 
charge and I’ve been just surplus. 

“It’s a woman’s business and 
while I went around and talked 
about diapers, it just didn’t seem 
to be in my line. Now that my 
wife is handling the 14 employes 
and the five other-city branches, I 
decided that here was my chance 
to do what I'd always wanted to 
do, study singing. I'd studied a 
little under Clinton Elder, who 
trained Elda Vettori, and under 
Wade Fallert, organist at St. John’s 
Methodist Church, both of whom 
are dead now, and with Bernard 
Ferguson, so I went to Fergy a 
year ago and said, ‘Look, here, 
I’m just in the way at the busi- 
ness, so how about taking a year 
out of my life to see if we can do 
anything about this singing.’ He 
said, ‘Fine, let’s go.’

660 O for the past 10 months I’ve 
G deen studying three times a 
week with him, taking sing- 
ing and German—I know some Ital- 
ian—conversational French, a little 
and some harmony, and piano, if 
you can imagine a fellow like me 
playing the piano—and at my age. 
My little girl plays better. 

“I made some public appear- 
ances. I did the solos during Holy 
Week at the Webster Groves Pres- 
byterian Church, sang in the coun- 
ty and in St. Louis at Rotary 
Clubs, and the Zonta Club. In 
February when the opera audi- 
tions were held I went, purely on 
my own, without asking Fergy. I 


sang an obscure aria by Massenet 
that Director Halasz hadn’t heard 
for a long time. You know, most 
baritones now sing the Prologue 
from ‘Pagliacci,’ and all the so- 
pranos sing ‘One Fine Day’ from 
‘Madame Butterfly. Halasz was 
charmed with it, not my voice, I 
mean, but with the aria. He started 
me rehearsing with his assistant, 
Tom Martin. Naturally I think it’s 
a pretty great thing for me, Joe 
Garnier, here in St. Louis, to be 
able to work under someone like 
Halasz—doggone it, that’s some- 
thing. 

“Another thing that has encour- 
aged me—last October Mrs. Gar- 
nier and Mrs. De Wolf and I went 
to New York in connection with 
some Cradle Car business and 
while we were there I went to see 
Harry Boyer, the St. Louis singer 
now there. He took me to Fred- 
erick Schorr, the Wagnerian bari- 
tone at the Metropolitan Opera. 
We talked about an hour and then 
he asked me to sing.” Garnier 
paused and laughed. 

“I sang the Prologue, of course, 
and was in miserable voice, and 
scared stiff, but he said I had good 
possibilities and advised me to 
come East to study—that was be- 
fore he knew Halasz was here, On 
our way downstairs I asked him 
what his charge was and he said 
he usually charged $15 but he 
wouldn’t take a cent. When I came 
back here, believe me, I really 
started hitting the ball and work- 
ing. 

“My voice is a high baritone— 
there are all sorts, you know, and 
I have a full range of two octaves, 
which they tell me is unusual, 
There are a lot of Massenet roles 
for high baritones, which often 
aren’t filled because they have dif- 
ficulty getting high baritones.” 

Garnier is a native of Newton,

Why Some People Are Popular —®y Elsie Robinson 


HY are some persons popular? 

Why do we “take to them” at 

once, vote them good fellows, 
yet regard with coolness others who 
try feverishly to win our favor? 
You’ve seen it happen scores of 
times. Two women, perhaps, equal- 
ly attractive, equally friendly, 
equally intelligent; yet one, seem- 
ingly without effort, will find a 
welcome wherever she goes, and 
the other is ignored, if not actually 
avoided. Strange! 

“But I guess it just happens that 
way!” you say. 

Nothing “just happens that way.” 
There is a reason for everything. 
There is a very plain reason for 
popularity. 

Why do we like people at all? 
Why do we seek companionship? 

We seek companionship because 
it adds something to our own lives. 
Primarily we do not like people 
for what they are in themselves, 
but for what they can do for us. 
They may be saints or geniuses, 
but if they can’t do anything for 
us they leave us cold. 

This may seem a selfish reason 
for liking people, but such selfish- 
ness, is natural and healthy. Self- 
preservation — self-advancement— 
that is. and should be the first 
law of nature. Our own lives are 
our first job. We seek that which 
promotes that job. We seek friends 
as we seek food and shelter, and 
for the same reason—we need them 
to help us live. 

Life is a lonely and terrifying af- 


- fair. We are filled with unsatisfied 


hungers, nagging fears. Always 
there is a secret cry in us for 
something or someone that will 
help us endure or conquer life. 
That is why we need people. We 
are afraid to be alone with our- 
selves. We scan each new face 
with the same eager, inner ques- 
tioning. Will, or won't, this new 
person lift us out of ourselves; 
make us more sure of ourselves; 
give us courage, confidence, laugh- 
ter, peace? 

And if the stranger does put us 
at our ease; if suddenly we feel 
happier, stronger, smarter, braver, 
then there is more than pleasure 
in our attitude to that stranger. 
There is gratitude. He has done 
something for us, and we like him 
because he has. 

But why are certain people able 


. 


to put us instantly at our ease, with 
hardly a word or gesture? Be- 
cause they are at ease themselves. 

They have made a comfortable 
adjustment of their own lives. 
Sometimes it was easy to make that 
adjustment, because they were 
simple people, not bothered by 
self-consciousness. Sometimes they 
had a terrific struggle to achieve 
that amiable calm, but, whatever 
their secret difficulties, they now 
have themselves in hand. 


They are no longer prickly with 
their own problems. They are not 
constantly conscious of their own 
fear, irritation, self-pity and con- 
fusion. They have learned how 
to take themselves and life easily, 
and unconsciously they emanate 
that attitude of ease. They are 
comfortable to have around. They 
warm and soothe us and renew our 
confidence. If they can manage 


to take life smoothly, so can we! 

We do not make this analysis 
consciously, any more than we con- 
sciously question the stranger, but 
that is our unconscious reaction 
to the people we like. That is why 
we like them—why they become 
popular. 

And the unpopular people? 

We are not at ease with them 
because they are not at ease with 
themselves. They are unhappy, 
afraid. Unconsciously, they spread 
their own disorder. Their very 
yearning for affection adds to our 
own secret sense of unfulfillment. 


So it is not a privilege or a pleas- 
ure to know such people. It is a 
problem. We may pity them, or 
even admire them for certain vir- 
tures, but they are certainly no 
treat. And, since they can give 
us nothing, we give them nothing 
in return, 


BALANCING THE ACCOUNTS

at times it’s been profitable. Once

$120. Another time I bought a book 
for $6 and sold it for $80. My fa- 
vorite collection is of Hendrik Van 
Loon. I’m a great admirer of his 
and have about 20 or 21 of his 
books; he’s written 30. I also have 
such things as a letter written by 
him, and one book that was printed 
privately, and even a game that 
he got out once. 


“My boy, Johnny, and I have all 
kinds of stamps in a collection and 
we also collect Indian relics. We 
have our own special place out on 
a hill near Kirkwood where we dig 
for Indian relics, and another place 
at Eureka, where there are a lot 
of arrowheads lying around.

Differences in Children

for differences between chil- 

dren. No two are alike, not 
even identical twins, and nobody 
ought to expect them to be. But 
the kind of difference, and the de- 
grees of it, are important in mea- 
suring its desirability or unde- 
sirability. 

We cannot expect to have chil- 
dren according to our preferred 
patterns, We must take them as 
they come with all their failings 
and all their virtues on their 
heads. If one child is a musician 
and the next one tone deaf, and 
the parents want musicians, the 
difference in the children must be 
accepted and the tone deaf one 
protected from any criticism, even 
implied criticism. That kind of 
difference is fixed, like the color 
of the eyes. 

Suppose one child is highly in- 
telligent and the next one mark- 
edly dull? That is a situation 
that hurts the father and mother, 
and the unfortunate child. Again, 
it must be accepted. Whatever 
special help can be given the dull 
child is given, but all hope of 
making him as bright as the other 
must be abandoned and that 
cheerfully for the child’s sake. 
That difference, too, is set. 

One child likes routine, another 
dislikes it. This makes living 
with one child pleasanter than 
with the other. Now that dif- 
ference can be modified greatly. 
Routine can be established with 
a high degree of success even in 
children who dislike it because it 
is a mechanical process set by 
the clock. The routine will not 
affect the quality of the work ac- 
complished during its influence 
to any great,extent. Good work 
comes only when the _ spirit is 
willing..and the whole being in 
harmony. But the routine may 
help in secondary fashion. 

Sometimes after the natural re- 
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sistance to disciplined work is 
broken down, the spirit warms to 
the task and a taste is formed for 
something that was disliked be- 
fore. For that reason we use rou- 
t'-c in all schools. It does help 
to modify differences in accom- 
plishments that are dependent 
upon discipline. 

But basic differences remain as 
characteristics of children and 
they must be respected if we are 
to live in peace with the children 
and they with us. It is unjust to 
keep trying to force a personal 
pattern upon the lives of children. 
Each must fulfill his own pattern 
if he is to be a complete human 
being. 

Another injustice that hurts 
children in this field of growth 
is the implication that they are 
different from the good members 
of their family. “You don’t look 
a bit like your brother,” brother 
being handsome and praised for 
accomplishments. “Isn’t it funny 
you have such straight hair and 
your mother and sister have such 
beautiful curls? Funny, isn’t it?” 
Not at all funny to the child who 
is different.

norante. Take, for example, the 
artificial club bid which seems to 
be enjoying a vogue among many 
players who make no pretense of 
being experts. In certain circles 
this bid seems to be regarded as 
a panacea for virtually all opening 
bid troubles, that is, when the play- 
er is in some doubt over whether 
he has a safe rebid, he “solves” 
everything by blurting out “one 
club.” In different parts of the 
country this pernicious convention 
is used with various ramifications; 
for instance, I understand some 
misguided players use it as a hy- 
brid and greatly inferior Vander- 
bilt club convention, demanding a 
one diamond response if partner 
holds less than so many tricks, or 
a variety of other responses, de- 
pending on aces and kings. What 
the one club enthusiasts overlook 
is that, in relegating this bid to 
the realm of artificial conventions, 
they destroy clubs as a suit to all 
intents and purposes, In a sense, 
therefore, they are confined to the 
real bidding of only three suits, 
whereas their opponents probably 
have four suits at their command. 

I do not wish to indicate that I 
never make a one club bid on a 
short suit as a preparedness meas« 
ure, but I most emphatically do 
state that this practice is being 
overdone to the extent of severak 
thousand per cent. I have seen 
any number of catastrophes follow 
the indiscriminate use of a one 
club opening. Today’s hand is just 
one of many thousands,

I think it must be admitted by 
even the most fanatic devotee of the 
“one club system” that North was 
in quite a spot over West's four 
diamond pre-empt. Surely, he could 
not just close his eyes, select one 
of his anemic four card major suits, 
bid it at the four level, and pray 
that partner could stand it, or if 
he couldn't, would be so clairvoy- 
ant as to know that it was a four 
carder and hence take proper meas- 
ures. North realized fully that 
South’s club bid might have been a 
short and, perhaps, worthless suit, 
but what good did this knowledge 
do him? Was he supposed to 
tamely pass over the four diamonds 
because he could not be sure what 
suit North-South had a game in? 
Perhaps the users of this pernicious 
system can find a sound bid for 
North to made. I confess that I 
cannot. 

The fact remains that North did 
decide in favor of five clubs, a de- 
cision which, in my view, cannot be 
criticised, and that from that point 
on neither North or South dared to 
stab at another suit. South felt that 
North might have five or six clubs 
and that, if he bid one of his own 
majors, he might be only stepping 
from the frying pan into the fire, 
The crux is that after the opening 
club bid, chaos reigned instead of 
logical partnership bidding. 

On a diamond opening by West 
and a diamond continuation, South 
found himself with a contract vir- 
tually impossible to handle, and he 
went down five tricks. He could 
have saved a couple, but even this 
hardly would have been comfort- 
ing, considering that four spades 
or four hearts would have been

failed to realize that a one spade 
opening was perfectly correct, with 
the intention of bidding two hearts 
over any normal response North 
might make.
